The Elba Recreation Board held its 
monthly meeting Monday night, April

Foshee To Seek Re-Election, 


Kirkland Still Undecided 


The recent ruling by a three-judge 
federal panel that ordered new elections 
for all House and Senate seats in 
Alabama could mean that Coffee 
County will be in for a summer of 
politics! 

The order, which followed court- 
ordered reapportionment of all House 
and Senate districts, left residents in 
Coffee, Covington and Escambia 
Counties with two incumbents - Sen. 
Crum Foshee of Andalusia and Sen, Reo 
Kirkland Jr. of Brewton. 

Sen. Foshee was reached by 
telephone at the state capitol Monday 
and stated he would seek re-election, 
while Sen. Kirkland, reached at his law 
office in Brewton, couldn't confirm his 
political plans. 

“| don’t like it one bit,’’ said Sen. 
Foshee, ‘‘and I wouldn't like it if there’ 
wasn't another incumbent; however, | 
will run again for the Senate and will 
begin campaigning as soon as possible. 
I was disappointed the judges saw fit to 
call another election because I feel the 
people have already spoken. I don’t 
know if I'll have any opposition or not, 
but I will run.” 

When asked about the current 
legislative session, which began on 
Tuesday, April 19, Foshee replied, ‘‘It 
could get over earlier than expected if 
an election date is announced, but of 
course no date as yet has been set. The 


legislators will try to rush through bills 
and do popular things in an attempt to 
get votes. It could be hectic!"’ 


For Sen. Kirkland, age 35, serving 
his second term, the new district 
boundaries greatly dilute his base of 
support. Kirkland’s former district 
included Escambia, Conecuh, Monroe, 
Clark and a portion of Washington 
County; but in the new plan the only 
holdover will be Escambia County. 

“I've got a number of options 
available,’’ stated Kirkland, ‘‘and I will 
weigh them all before making a 
decision. I could run for office, just 
practice law or establish my legal 
residence 15 miles north of my current 
residence and run in another district 
that includes two-thirds of my current 
district."’ 

“I disagree with the way the 
reapportionment plan was drawn,” 
continued Kirkland. ‘‘I believe it would 
have been better to adopt a patchwork 
plan and work just with those areas 
involved in the court ruling. Instead, 
this plan has messed up every legis- 
lative district in the state!”’ 

Sen. Kirkland hinted a decision 
would be made soon, and his decision 
could greatly affect the upcoming 
campaign in Coffee County. Until then, 
it’s just wait and see for voters and 
legislators alike.

continued,’’ Collier noted. ‘‘This is 
good for the company and good for the 
people who have been laid off,’’ he 
added, The firm has over 100 
distributors throughout the 48 states: 

“‘We hope our business, like others 
throughout the country, has turned 
around,’’ Collier said, referring to the 
drop in orders for trailers due to the 
worldwide recession. 

Collier was reluctant to comment on 
the actual number of trailers under 
contract at the present time, and the 
exact number to be built in the Elba 
plant was not immediately available; 
but he stressed that a_ sizeable 
percentage of the existing orders would 
be builtinElba, ‘‘Our backlog of orders 
at all locations is larger than it has been 
in several months,"’ said Collier. ‘‘The 
drop in interest rates has had a 
Significant effect on firms placing 
orders,’ he added. 

Dorsey has called back a significant 
number of laid-off employees in recent 
days and will be calling back others in 
the next two or three weeks. 

Personnel Director Mark Holt 
explained that the firm is calling back 
employees who have been laid off for as 
long as a year and a half, ‘‘It is expected 
that some former employees will -not 
return because they have found suitable 
employment elsewhere,"’ said Holt, 
“but we have enough _ trained 
employees on layoff to fill our current 
needs.’’ He continued with, ‘'These 
will be recalled prior to our filling any 
jobs with new applicants. These people 
have been good employees for us and 
have contributed to the success of 
Dorsey Trailers, and we surely are not 
going to abandon them now.” 

Collier reports that morale in the 
plant and relationship with the union 
has been excellent during the past year 
and he is optimistic it will continue with 
the upturn in the economy. He 
explained with a certain amount of 
obvious pride that management was 
committed to working more closely with 
all plant employees on_ personnel 
problems and those problems that affect 
production of Dorsey trailers. 

Collier noted the company was 
keeping abreast of the changes in the 
industry and in response to questions on 
ability to manufacture the new twin 
trailers that are causing considerable 
debate nationwide. He said, ‘The rules 
are still not clearly defined concerning 
doubles and we have no intention of 
violating the law; however, our facilities 
are such that we can manufacture 
trailers under any new specifications, 
once the equipment has been cleared 
for highway usage."’

Coach Wood Pleased With 
Spring Drills At Elba High

Boaters Urged To Use 


Safety Equipment 


Spring time is fishing 
time. Thousands of fisher- 
men take their boats and 
head for the lakes and rivers 
to enjoy Alabama's spring 
fishing season. Many of 
these boaters will be unpre- 
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pared relative to safety 
equipment and boat registra- 
tion. 

Capt. Henry McLaney, 
supervisor of Services for the 
Marine Police Division, said 
today that Maine Police of- 
ficers have been instructed to 
pay particular attention to 
sagely equipment and moy- 
ing violations in an attempt 
to prevent boating fatalities 
of the type which normally 
occur in the early spring 
involving negligent and care- 
less boat operators. All boat 
owners are urged to 
thoroughly check their baoat, 
safety equipment and trailers 
before heading for the water. 
Make sure all life preservers 
are coast guard approved 
and in serviceable condition. 
Remember, life preservers 
must be readily accessible, 
be of the proper size, and one 
is required on board for each 
occupant of the boat. Make 
certain your vessel is cur- 
rently registered. Numbers 
must be a minimum three 
inches in height and of block 
character, The registration 
certificate must be on board 
when the boat is in opera- 
tion. 
All inboard and inboard/ 
outboard vessels, regardless 
of size, must carry a fully- 
charged hand portable fire 
extinguisher of the proper 
weight. A hand portable fire 
extinguisher of the proper 
weight is also required on all 
outboard vessels having 
sleeping accomodation, cook- 
ing facilities, permanently 
installed gas tanks, gas tanks 
stored in compartments, and 
any vessel having on board 
any fuel consuming devices 
other than the outboard 
motor, such as a lighted 
lantern or stove. Carbon 
dioxide (CO2) or dry chemi- 
cal type fire extinguishers 
are recommended. 

The length of the vessel 
has no bearing on the re- 
quirements for a fire extin- 
quisher. The fire ex- 
guisher must be of a type 
approved by the United State 
Coast Guard. 

Remember, _ observing 
the boating safety laws and 
regulations can possibly save 
your life.

Hard times cause many 
farmers to take a hard look at 
how they're operating. In 
1982, Rex and Larry 
Bradshaw of Elba Route 4 
looked hard at what they 
were doing on their Coffee 
County: farm 

In doing so, ey latched 
onto a new practice called 

atoon cropping’ for grow 
ing grain sorghum. Based on 
their experience, they pre 
dict that ratooning will in 
crease in years to come for 
those growers who have a 
minimum of 222 frost-free 
days. 

Coftee County Agent Dan 
Presley defines ratoon crop 
ping as the production of two 
grain crops trom one plant 
ing during a single growing 
season, 

Last vear the Bradshaws 
grew 10 acres by ‘his method: 
and plan to prow even more 
in 1983. ‘'We harvested 
somewhere between 120 and 
130 bushels of grain sorghum 
per acre trom the two 
different cuttings, Rex 
said. ‘‘We got 90 bushels the 
first time and between 30 
and 40 bushels the second 
time 1). to 2S. day earlier 
than usual frost really cut the 
yield of our second harvest. 

‘We learned something 
about ratooning in 1982."" he 
said. ‘‘But that's always true 
when you try something new, 
Closer management and do- 
ing things on time are a 
must. Doing a better job of 
controlling weeds and insects 
is especially important. Then 
at harvest, especially with 
the second crop, you've got 
to slow down because (in our 
case) the last grain sorghum 
was lighter, If you don't slow 
your harvester down, u'll 
blow grain if th 
ground,”

Upon graduation he 
joined the faculty at lowa 
where he supervised 
research in botany and 
bacteriology.

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All-Terrain Fork Lift Rolls 
Off Windham Assembly Line 


The first of eighty-seven (87) 
all-terrain fork lifts being constructed in 
Elba for the United States Air Force 
rolled off the assembly line at Windham 
Power Lifts this week and the prototype 
machine passed all government inspec- 
tions. 

The fork lift, which will be used by 
rapid development forces, will be used 
primarily to set-up bases in remote 
areas around the world, but will also 
serve as a means of loading and 


unloading aircraft. The machines will 
be shipped to foreign military overseas 
after delivery to the Air Force. 

The fork lifts, which were totally 
designed in Elba by Windham 
engineers, will be constructed at a rate 
of 10 per month until completion of the 
multi-million dollar contract. 

**We are very pleased with the first 
machine,'’ stated Windham president 
Byron Stinson, ‘“‘especially since no 
major deficiencies were found."’ 


The fork lift weighs a total of 29, 700 
pounds, has a Detroit 453 engine and 
1800 x 25 tires. The large tires make the 
machine able to travel in sandy terrain.

rhe council declined to approve an 
ordinance to allow use of city equipment 
on private property with the property 
owner paying the cost of use.

He stated while Coffee 
County was now the only county taking 
part in the program, within 4-weeks an 
Il-county area (including Coffee 
County) would pool their funding to 
establish a large rural transportation 
system. Upon a request by HRDC, the 
commission authorized Judge Brunson 
to sign a formal agreement concerning 
the transfer of county funding. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 
***approved minutes of the previous 
meeting; 
***declared the week of May 9-13 as 
‘Health Care Week"’ in Coffee County; 
***commended Judge Brunson for 
Supervising the clean-up at county 
offices (work done partially by county 
inmates); 
***stated it would check with the county 
attorney about leaks at the Food Stamp 
Office (the roof is still under warranty); 
***decided not to renew a contact with 
Ed Tucker for maintenance of the 
heating and cooling system at the 
county office complex in New Brockton 
and to instead let the county 
maintenance engineer do the upkeep; 
***was told that Tom Weeks had been 
promoted to Chief Deputy of the 
Sheriff's Dept. in the Elba division, 
replacing John White, who will assume 
duties as Chief of Police in Elba; 
***heard Sheriff Brice Paul report there 
will be 28 inmates available for work 
under a new state code; 
***ond, adjourned until Monday, May 
4%, at which time it will conduct a 
meeting at 9:00 a.m. in Enterprise

Hospital Board Nears Lease 


Agreement With Dothan Firm 


with the federal government involved 
with the 


requirements that were 
necessary to get the money to build the 
hospital, the first step will bea 


management contract for up to 11 
months, with payment to be $1000 a 
month plus expenses. This agreement 
would also give National an option to 
lease the facilities sometime after 
August, 1983, when many of these 
original federal requirements expire. 
The proposal by National includes 
wording for a ten-year lease with an 
option to renew for an additional ten 
years. Board members voiced concern 
over the ten-year factor and instructed 


“board attorney Merrill Shirley to contact 


the firm and attempt to change the 
clause to a five-year lease with options 
to renew every five years. 

In other business the board dis- 
cussed a problem with the lease 
payment on Dr. B.A. Santa Rossa’s 
office and instructed Chairman Cook to 
meet with the doctor and work out the 
problem. 

Dr. Bancroft Cooper, chief of staff at 
the hospital, met with the board and 
brought to their attention the shortage 
of doctors taking night and weekend 
calls. He noted he was 60 years old and 
the working day and night seven days a 
week was getting harder and harder to 
do. He said he felt Dr. Donald Crook 
would say the same thing. He 
requested the board to consider hiring 
outside help for thts weekend duty, with 
the present medical staff to cover the 
weekday night duty. Cooper said all 
staff doctors would be required to take 
their turns at this duty as a matter of 
policy. 

Board members noted they were too 
close to making a decision to lease the 
hospital to make permanent policy 
changes, but did agree to begin 
covering weekend duty as of the first of 
May on a temporary basis. 


Replacement of a $7000 X-Ray tube 
was approved after Administrator Jim 
Nichols explained there was no other 
way to get the unit back into operation. 
Nichols said there were no injuries 
when the power failed after the tube 
went out, even though it scared several 
people. He further noted that X-Rays 
were still available from another X-Ray 
machine, 

A review of the financial statement 
showed the facilities in“an improving 
business condition, In a turnaround 
from fiscal year 1982, the two facilities 
have a combined net profit of $155,000, 
If we consider, however, that there is a 
bookkeeping figure of $45,000 in 
depreciation to add to this, it would 
indicate that a large part of this profit is 
in accounts receiveable and/or 
inventory, since there is only $95,930 in 
cash at the end of the month. 

While many would consider even the 
$95,000 enough money to solve all their 
problems, the hospital and nursing 
home had bills and salaries of 
$204,435.19 that would swallow that 
cash instantly. If any actual profit is 
accumulated it would be due to pay 
bank loans totaling $73,581. 

Board Chairman Drexel Cook noted 
to the board that with the new nursing 
home beds now filled, it was apparent 
that the projections made four years ago 
on the ability of the facility to generate 
funds to repay the FHA loan were on 
target. He explained, however, that 
other problems of operating a 
city-owned hospital lend themselves to 
encouraging the leasing of the facility. 


The Authority will be called into 
special session by Chairman Cook after 
Attorney Shirley has conferred with the 
proposed leasing firm on the terms of 
the lease.
